DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-5,7-8,10-12,15-18,21-22 and 26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fails to disclose the invention as claimed. In particular, 
reference to Kritzler's 551 is the closest prior art but fail to disclose a purging wedge-like device 
connected to the housing and able to be supplied with a purging airflow from the means for 
pressuring at the end face of the rotor in the region of the first flow sector and immediately 
upstream in a rotation direction of the rotor of the second flow sector (claimlO) and a wedge-like 
purging device on the rotor and supplying housing or sealing air to the wedge-like device of the 
rotor from the housing as purging air (claim 26), in combination with other limitations in the 
claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
